He believes that a team 
should have four downs to gain ten

Mr. M'cNallgbtOn introduced the 
speaker of the evening, paying a sig- 
nal tribute t" the high place which 
his exceptional ability as a speaker 
an I unique knowledge of political 
problems, nitional a nd imperial, have 
won for him throughout tba Domin- 
ion. 

Hr. Cahan prefaced his remarks by 
claiming a peculiar interest in young

led up lo the Confederation Act, 
and particularly to an early speech 
of Sir John A. Macdouald in which 
he put forth two main reasons for 
the Union of the U.S.A. provinces. 
Such was necessary first for purpoSeB 
of defence and secon lly for the reali- 
zation of a "common economic ex- 
istence." Sir John even kept Ins eye 
on the future placing unalterable 
faith in a Canadian nationality 
strong and independent. He looke I 
forward to the time when foreign 
countries might consider it well 
worth their while to form alliances 
with Canada— to the time when it 
would be all the more Worth while 
to form alliances and trade relation- 
ships within the Empire. With this 
Underlying principle acting as the 
motive power Sir John evolved the 
clear cut national policy which his 
placed the Dominion where it stands 

to day, lly euCOuraging transporta 

tton facilities, by opening up the 
country; by rounding mit a commer- 
cial community side by side with live 
and vigorous agricultural commun 
ity, sir John strove unremittingly 
to each the goal of "a common 
economic existence." To attain this

The College is a Government in 
atitution, designed primarily for the 
purpose of giving instruction n nil 
branches of military science to offi- 
cers an. I Cadets of the Canadian 
Militia, in fact it corresponds to 
Wooiwi.h anil Sandhurst, 

The Commandant and military In- 
structors are all officers on the ac- 
tive list of the Imperial army, lent 
for the purpose, niul there ia iu ad- 
dition a complete stall of profess .is 
for the civil subjects which form such 
an Important part of the College 
course. Medical attendance is also 
provided. 

Whilst the College is organized on 
■> strictly military bssis the cadets 
receive a practical ami scientific 
training in subjects essential to a 
•ouml modern education. 

The course includes a thorough 
grounding in Mathematics, Civil 
Engineering, Surveying, Physics, 
Chemistry, French nnd English. 

The Btrict discipline maintained at 
the College is one of the most valu- 
able features of the course, and, In 
addition, the constant practice of 
gymnastics, drills and outdoor ex- 
ercise of nil kinds, ensures health 
and excellent physical condition. 

Commissions m all branches of the 
Imperial service and Canadian Per 
niancnt force ale offered annually. 

The diploma Of graduation is con- 
sidered by the authorities conducting 
the examinations for Dominion Land 
Surveyor to be equivalent to a uni- 
versity degree, and by the régula 
tions of the Law Society of Ontario, 
it obtains the same exemptions as a 
B. A. degree. 

The length of the course is three 
years, i n three terms of Oè months 
each. 

The total cost of the course, in 
eluding board, uniform, instruction- 
al material, and all extras, is about 
$800. 

The annual competitive examina- 
tion for admission to the College, 
takes place in May of each year, at 
the headquarters of the several mili- 
tary districts.

There was no such un- 
animity of opinion in 1 he country as 
existed in the House. A veritable 
Babel of criticism was launched upon 
the attitude of both parti s. As a 
result a great Imperial Cress Con- 
ference was Buramoned for .lune of 
the same year In Loudon. Lord Rose- 
bury In his ope Ing address sounded 
the key-note of the whole conference. 
He emphasized the common danger 
which had to be faced by every part 
of the Empire in some very practical 
and feasible manner, Statesmen ol 
of all parties followed with exprès 
Bions of similar views. The press rep- 
resentatives were urged to wage a 
great campaign to arouse the 1 yal 
ty and fervor ol th • distant out posts 
of the Umpire. 

Notwith landing the bu t that the 
regular imperial Ccnerence was not 
due until 1811, Mr. Asquith consid- 
ered it expedient to call a special 
jmceting for the fall of 1808 to con 
siuer Imperial defence measure I. The 
Laurier Government was represented 
by two Cabinet ministers.
